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MARKET  REVIEW 

On  Dec.   11,  1973,  the  U.S.  Department     of      Agriculture     (USDA)  increased 
the  U.   S.  domestic  sugar  requirements  for  1974  by  200,000  tons  from  11.8 
million  short  tons,  raw  value,  to  12.0  million.    USDA  also  declared  an 
additional  deficit  in  the  quota  for  the  Domestic  Beet  Area.  A  Dress  release 
detailing  this  action  and  showing  the  allocation  of  this  quantity  of  sugar 
is  reproduced  herein  beginning  on  Page  5 

Sugar  sales  by  primary  distributors  for  consumption  in  the  continental 
U.S.   in  1973  continue  at  a  record  pace.  Preliminary  reports  indicate  that 
during  the  period  Jan.   1-Dec.   8,  1973,     primarv  distributors  sold  10,783,000 
short  tons,  raw  value,  of  sugar  compared  with  10,603,000  tons  reported  sold 
during  that  period  of  last  year  and  10,511,000  tons  sold  through  Dec.  8,  1971. 

Constructive  deliveries,  i.e.,  sugar  sold  and  charged  to  quotas  in 
December  but  physically  delivered  in    January  and  February  of  the  following 
year,  totaled  130,000  tons  in  1972,   88,000  tons  in  1971  and  161,000  tons  in 
19  70.     When  these  quantities  of  sugar  are  included  in  the  years  of  actual 
delivery  physical  deliveries  through  Dec.   8,  1973  totaled  10,913,000  tons 
compared  with  10,691,000  and  10,672,000  tons,  respectively,  physically  delivered 
through  Dec.   8,  1972  and  1971. 

Inventories     of     raw  and     refined        sugar        held      by  all  primary  dir- 
tributors  as  of  Dec.   1,  1973  totaled  1,786,000  short  tons,  raw  value,  according 
to  preliminary  reports.     This  was  535,000  tons  more  than  a  month  earlier  but 
432,000  tons  below  the  end  of  November  last  year.     Beet  processors'  stocks  of 
888,000  tons  were  up  336,000  tons  from  a  month  earlier  but  down  304,000  tons 
from  Nov.   30,  1972.     Cane  sugar  refiners  reported  stocks  of  746,000  tons  up 
93,000  tons  from  the  end  of  October  but  down  131,000  tons  from  the  end  of 
November  last  year. 

Regionally,  deliveries  of  refined  sugar  reported  by  states  of  destination 
during  Jan. -Oct.   1973  were  1.4  percent  above  those  reported  during  the  same 
period  of  1972.  Increases  were  reported  in  four  of  the  five  geographical 
regions — the  West  up  3.4  percent,  North  Central  up  2.2  percent,  the  mid-Atlantic 
up  0.9  percent  and  the  South  up  0.1  percent.  Deliveries     in  the    New  England 
region  declined  1.2  percent. 

Reported  deliveries  by  individual  states  of  destination  were  higher 
for  33  states  during  the  first  10  months  of  1973  as  compared  with  those  months 
of  1972,  and  lower  for  17.  There  were  13  states  with  increases  of  more  than 
100,000  hundredweight.     New  York  had  the  largest  increase — 683,000  hundred- 
weight followed  by  Michigan  up  553,000  and  Missouri  up  347,000.  Of  those 
states  where  deliveries  were  smaller  during  the  1973  period,  as  compared  with 
that  of  1972,  New  Jersey  had  the  largest  decline — 491,000  hundredweight 
followed  by  Ohio  down  294,000,  Delaware  down  132,000  and  Texas  down  120,000. 

Deliveries  of  sugar  to  processors  of  food,  beverages  and  other  products 
increased  0.5  percent  during  the  first  three    quarters  of  1973  as  compared  with 
the  same  period  of  1972,  while  deliveries  for  consumption  in  homes  and  insti- 
tutions increased  0.7  percent.     Three  of  the  seven  industrial  type  users  re- 
ceived more  sugar  and     four  received  less .     Deliveries     of     sugar  for  use  in 
non-food  products,  the  smallest  of  the  industrial  type  categories,  increased 
the  most — 18.6  percent,  followed  by  canners  up  3.3  percent  and  manufacturers 
of  beverages,  which  accounted  for  34.8  percent  of  all  Industrial  deliveries 
reported  and  23.3  percent  of  the  total  deliveries,  up  1.0  percent.  Of 
those  industrial  categories  to  which  deliveries  were  lower  during  the  1973 
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period  confectioners  were  down  the.  most — 2,1  percent  followed  by  bakers  down 

0.8  percent,  ice  cream  and  dairy  products  down  0.4  percent  and  multiple  and  all  other 

food  uses  down  fractionally.

Deliveries  to  non-industrial  users  during  the  first  three  quarters  of 
1973  were  up  to  three  of  the  four  categories,  as  compared  with  the  same  period 
of  1972.    Deliveries  for  use  in  multiple  and  unclassified  non-industrial 

products,  the  third  largest  of  the  non-industrial  type  categories  were  up  » 
the  most  —  19.7  percent  followed  by  hotels,  restaurants  and  institutions,  the 
smallest  of  the  categories,  up  13.0  percent  and  deliveries  to  retail  grocers  te 
up  0.7  percent.  Deliveries  to  wholesalers,  the  largest  non-industrial  cate- 
gory and  the  second  largest  of  all  types  of  buyers,  were  down  0,6  percent. 

Deliveries  of  bulk  granulated  sugar,  both  beet  and  cane,  by  primary  dis- 
tributors during  the  first  three  quarters  of  1973,  were  un  3.3  percent  over  4 
those  of  the  first  three-quarters  of  1972.     Deliveries     of    bulk  beet  sugar, 
which  accounted  for  47.2  percent  of  all  bulk  sugar  deliveries,  increased 
8.6  percent  while  deliveries  of  bulk  cane  sugar  were  down  1.0  percent. 


Deliveries  of  liquid  sugar,  both  beet  and  cane,  by  primary  distributors 
during  January-September  1973  were  down  1.1  percent  as  compared  with  the  same 
period  of  1972;  deliveries  of  liquid  cane  sugar,  which  accounted  for  77.3 
percent  of  all  liquid  sugar  delivered  during  the  period,  decreased  0.6  percent 
while  deliveries  of  liquid  beet  sugar  declined  2.9  percent. 

Deliveries  of  cane  and  beet  sugar    In  consumer-size  packages   (less  than 
50  pounds)  by  primary  distributors  were  0.7  percent  larger  during  the  1973 
period  as  compared  with  1972.     Deliveries  of  cane  sugar  in  consumer-size  packages 
which  during  January- Sept ember  1973  accounted  for  80.0  percent  of  all  consumer-size 
package  deliveries  declined  0.5  percent  while  similarly  packaged  deliveries 
of  beet  sugar  increased  5.8  percent. 

January-September  1973  deliveries  of  industrial  and  institutional  packages 
(granulated  sugar  50  pounds  and  over)  both  beet  and  cane,  declined  1.5  percent 
as  compared  with  the  same  1972  period;  beet  sugar' which  accounted  for  about 
30  percent  of  the  1973  three  quarters  total,  increased  1.7  percent  while 
similarly  packaged  cane  sugar  declined  2.9  percent. 

During       the      period        under        review        announced  increases  in 

the  price  quotations  for  refined  sugar  sold  at  wholesale  in  100-pound  paper 
bags — the  basis  pack  -""and  in  bulk  were  made  by  several  interested  sellers  in 
most  of  the  pricing  regions  for  sales  during  December.      The  announcements 
stated  that  the  increases  were  based  mainly  on  sharply  rising  fuel  costs. 

On  Nov.  27,  1973,  a  cane  sugar  refiner  announced  an  increase  of  .25  cent 
per  pound  in  the  quoted  wholesale  price  for  refined  sugars  sold  in  eight  of 
their  nine  pricing  regions,  effective  close  of  business  Nov.  30,  1973.  In 
a  later  announcement      this     refiner      deferred      the      increase    to  the 
close  of  business  Dec.   7  in  four  of  the  eight  regions.  Other  interested  sell- 
ers followed  with  announcements  of  similar  prices  and  terms. 

Effective  close  of  business  Dec.  14,  1973,  the  only  cane  sugar  refiner 
on  the  Pacific  Coast  advanced  the  price  quotations  for  all  industrial  sugars 
in  all  of  their  pricing  regions  ,20  cent  per  pound,  but  provided  that  ship- 
ments would  be  made  in  the  California,  Northwest  Intermountain  and  Arizona  regions 
through  Dec.   21  at  pre-advance  prices. 

Effective  close  of  business  Dec.   28,  a  cane    sugar    refiner  announced 
a  further  increase  of  .25  cent  per  pound  in  the  quoted  wholesale  price  for 
refined  sugar  sold  in  seven  of  their  nine  pricing  regions  and  the  withdrawal 
of  previously  announced  allowances  in  the  Chicago-West  region,  effective 
Dec.   31,  1973.  As  of  mid-December  the  following  were  the  price  quotations 
for  refined  sugar  sold  at  wholesale  in  the  basis  pack  and  in  bulk,  by  regions. 
Significant  variations  of  actual  prices  from  the  quoted  prices  may  be  found  in 
certain  regions,  reflecting  competitive  conditions.

The  U.   S.   average  retail  price  for  refined  sugar  sold  in  5-pound  naper 
bags  during  November  was  16.50  cents  per  pound,  up  from     15.98     cents  in 
October  and  14.00  cents  in  November  of  last  year  for  an  increase     of  17.9 
percent  during  the  12-month  period. 

The  New  York  duty  paid  and  delivered  spot  quotation    for  raw  sugar (No.  10 
Contract  of  the  New  York  Coffee  and  Sugar  Exchange)  averaged  11.10  cents  per 
pound  during  November  down  .05  cent  from  October  but  up  from  9.03  cents  in 
November  of  last  year  for  an  increase  of  22.9  percent  during  the  12-month 
period.  The  strengthening  trend  which  developed  late  in  November  has  continued 
into  December  rising  from    11.10  cents  for  the  period  Dec.   3-5  to  11.15  cents 
on  Dec.  6,  to  11.20  cents  on  Dec.  12,  to  11.30  cents  on  Dec.  13,  to  11.40  cents 
on  Dec.  17  and  to  11.55  cents  on  Dec.   20.     On  Dec.   26  the  quotation  was  at 
11.55  cents  and  for  the  period  Dec.   1-26  averaged  11.28  cents  compared  with 
9.18  cents  during  that  period  of  last  year. 

The  spot  quotation  for  World  bulk  sugar(No.  11  Contract  of  the  New  York 
Coffee  and  Sugar  Exchange)  averaged  10.14  cents  per  pound  during  November,  ud 
from  9.56  cents  in  October  and  7.25  cents  in  November  of  last  year  for  an  in- 
increase  of  39.9  percent  during  the  12-month  period. 

During  the  period  Dec.   1-26  the  World  quotation  has  been  strong,  ranging 
between  10.25  cents  on  Dec.   3  to  13.00  cents  per  pound  on  Dec.  20-21.  On 
Dec.   26  the  quotation  was    13.50  cents  and  for  the  period  Dec.   1-26  averaged 
11.52  cents  compared  with  9.02  cents  during  the  same  period  last  year. 

ADMINISTRATIVE  ACTIONS  RELATING  TO  1974  SUGAR  SUPPLIES 

1974  SUGAR  REQUIREMENTS  INCREASED:     ADDITIONAL  QUOTA  DEFICITS  DECLARED 

Dec.  11  -  United  States  domestic  sugar  requirements  for  1974  were 
increased  200,000  tons  to  12.0  million  short  tons,  raw  value,  the  U.S.  Department 
of  Agriculture  (USDA)  announced  on  Dec.  11,  1973.     USDA  also  declared  an 
additional  deficit  in  the  quota  for  the  Domestic  Beet  area. 

The  action  increased  the  quota  for  the  Florida-Louisiana  Mainland  Cane 
area  by  34,667  tons  and  quotas  for  foreign  countries  by  165,333  tons  (their 
share  of  the  increase  in  requirements  totaling  70,000  tons,  plus  95,333  tons 
which  normally  would  be  the  Domestic  Beet  area  share) , 

USDA  is  required  to  revise  the  annual  determination  of  sugar  requirements 
to  the  extent  necessary  to  attain  on  an  annual  average  basis  the  price 
objective  determined  pursuant  to  the  Sugar  Act  whenever  the  simple  average  price 
of  raw  sugar  for  seven  consecutive  market  days  is  three  percent  or  more  above 
or  below  the  price  objective  for  the  preceeding  two  calendar  months. 
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This  action  was  taken  for  the  quota  year  1974  as  there  presently  exists 
an  unfilled  balance  of  1973  quotas  which  would  be  permitted  to  enter  on  a 
first-come,   first-served  basis.     In  addition  the  time  element  makes  entry  of 
additional  sugars  in  19  73  unlikely.     It  is  felt  that    market  conditions  for 
1974  first  quarter  arrivals  are  responsible  for  the  present  spot  price  being 
above  the  corridor. 

Quota  increases  and  deficit  prorations,  together  with  revised  quotas, 
are  shown  in  the  following  table. 

OTHER  ADMINISTRATIVE  ACTIONS 

U.   S.   CANDY  IMPORT  QUOTA  OF  UNDER  190  MILLION  POUNDS  PROPOSED  FOR  1974 

WASHINGTON  Nov.   30,   1973  -    The  1974  global  quota  of  United  States  imports  of 
sweetened  chocolate,  candy  and  confectionery  would  be  set  at  189,661,650  pounds 
on  a  first-come,   first-served  basis,  available  to  all  countries,  under  a 
proposal  announced  today  by  the  U.S.  Department  of  Agriculture  (USDA) . 

Of  this  amount,  21,680,000  pounds  would  be  reserved  solely  for  the 
importation  of  "chocolate'    crumb"  which  is  controlled  by  licenses  issued  by 
USDA's  Foreign  Agricultural  Service,  the  Department  said. 

The  balance  of  the  proposed  global  quota — 167,981,650  pounds — would  be 
available  for  importation  on  a  first-come,  first-served  basis  from  any 
country,  except  that  only  117,587,155  pounds  of  this  amount  could  be  imported 
on  or  before  Sept.   30,  1974.     The  remainder — 50,394,495  pounds — would  be 
reserved  for  importation  in  the  last  quarter  of  the  year,  when  seasonal 
holiday  shipments  occur. 

The  Department  doubts  the  19  74  quota  will  impose  any  actual  restrictions 
on  candy  imports  since  it  is  estimated  that  about  30  percent  of  the  1973  quota, 
which  was  177,050,900  pounds,  will  remain  unfilled.     Individual  candy  shipments 
valued  at  $25  or  less  are  not  subject  to  the  quota. 

The  Sugar  Act  of  1948,  as  amended,  requires  the  Secretary  to  limit  the 
importation  of  such  products  in  1974  (imports  under  TSUS  Items  156.30  and  157.10) 
to  the  larger  of  1970-72  average  imports  (148,804,615  pounds)  or  five  percent 
of  1972  confectionery  sales  Df  U.S.  manufacturers  sold  in  the  United  States 
(189,661,650  pounds) . 

These  procedures  of  administering  the  quota  will  be  the  same  as  those 
currently  used  for  the  1973  quota.     Import  licenses  or  prior  clearance  on  inroorts 
will  not  be  required.

from  the  field  to  delivery  points  on  the  farm;  and  the  molasses  payment  to 
producers  is  to  be  based  on  6.0  gallons  (rather  than  5.8  gallons)  of  blackstrap 
molasses  per  ton  of  sugarcane  to  reflect  the  most  recent  5-year  average  recovery. 

The  basic  price  per  ton  of  standard  sugarcane  is  $1.12  for  each  one-cent  per 
pound  of  the  season's  average  price  of  raw  sugar.     Producers  also  receive  a 
molasses  payment  based  on  the  most  recent  5-year  average  extraction  of  molasses 
per  ton  of  cane  and  the  weighted  average  net  sales  price  per  gallon  of  blackstrap 
molasses  sold  during  the  12-month  period  ending  May  31,  1974. 

Producers  received  an  average  of  $12.94  per  ton  from  processors  for  1972-crop 
sugarcane.     In  addition,   they  received  Sugar  Act  payments  averaging  $0.95  per 
ton  of  sugarcane. 


WASHINGTON,  Dec.   6,1973        The  U.S.  Department  of  Agriculture  today  announced  that 
marketing  allotments  for  raw  sugar  processors  in  the  Florida-Louisiana  Mainland 
Area  were  increased  as  a  result  of  a  52,000  ton  increase  in  their  sugar  quota. 


The  Mainland  Area  quota  increase  resulted  from  three  successive  increases 
in  U.S.  sugar  requirements,  totaling  300,000  tons,  that  were  announced  Sept.  28, 
Nov.   2  and  Nov.   27  (USDA  press  releases  3031-73,  3384-73  and  3635-73) 

The  Mainland  Cane  processors'   current  quota  of  1,643,000  tons  is  allocated 
to  44  processors  located  in  Louisiana  and  Florida  by  the  allotment  method  as 
set  forth  in  Sugar  Regulation  814  published  in  the  Aug.   29,  1973  Federal  Register. 

The  allotment  method  takes  into  consideration  recent  processings,  past 
marketings  and  the  ability  to  market  for  each  processor. 

WASHINGTON,  Dec.   13,1973      The  U.   S.  Department  of  Agriculture  today  announced 
that  consideration  is  being  given  to  the  determination  of     1974  sugar 
requirements  and  quotas  of  50,000  and  160,000  short  tons,  raw  value,  for 
local  consumption  in  Hawaii  and  Puerto  Rico,  respectively. 

During  the  12-month  period  ended  September  30,  1973,  the  quantities 
of  sugar  distributed  for  consumption  in  Hawaii  and  Puerto  Rico,  including 
that  lost  in  refining  after  charge  to  local  quota,     were  approximately  42,000 
and  154,000  short  tons,  raw  value,  respectively. 

In  view  of  the  rates  of  distribution  for  that  period  and  for  other  recent 
years,  it  is  expected  the  supply  of  sugar  available  within  the  proposed  local 
quota  announced  today  will  be  adequate  to  meet  demand. 

All  persons  who  wish  to  submit  views  or  arguments  regarding  the  estimated 
requirements  or  proposed  quotas  may  file  them  with  the  Director,  Sugar  Division,
